GOV. DURBIN REFUSES 

Will Not Return Taylor and Finley 
to Judge Cantrell's 
Court. 

RED HOT DENUNCIATION 

OF KENTUCKY JUDGE. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 2. — Gov. W, 
T. Durbin, in a lengthy cotnmuni. 
tion addressed to J. C. W. Beck- 
ham of Kentucky, refuses 
grant the requisition for the 
extradition of ex-Gov. William 
S. Taylor and Charles W. Finley, 
who have been indicted by Ken- 
tucky courts for complicity in the 
murder of Gov. William Goebel, 
The text of Gov. Durbin's letter 
to the governor of Kentucky fol- 
lows: 

"Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 2, 
1901.— Dear Sir : For the second 
time requisitions have been made 
to the governor of this common- 
wealth, issued by your authority 
asking for the extradition of 
William S. Taylor and Charles 
Finley, alleged fugitives from 
justice from the state of Ken- 
tucky, aud at this time residing 
in the state of Indiana. The in- 
dictment presented charges these 
men with being accessories before 
the fact of the wilful murder of 
William Goebel. I respoctfully 
decline to honor the requisition. 

"The reasons given for a simi- 
ilar action on the part of my 
predecessor, the lamented ex- 
Gov. Mount, still obtain in a 
pertinent mauner as a basis for 
this refusal, reinforced, as they 
are, by events that have occurred 
since that time which only tend 
. to establish the conviction to 
those who believe in equal aud 
exact justice under the law to all 
men, that the time has not yet 
arrived within the environments 
of this prosecution whereby an 
unprejudiced and nonpartisan 
hearing of a trial could be had. 
I choose to make use of the right 
and the duty as the executive of 
commonwealth to exercise a dis- 
cretionary power of refusal to 
the end that the purposes of per- 
secution may not force these men 
before a court partisan to the 
very extreme of vindictiveness 
and a jury organized for convic- 
tion in its personnel and impan- 
elment. 

"The rssassination of the late 
William Goebel was a monstrous 
crime, deplored, as I believe, by 
every citizen of Indiana ana of 
the republic. The spirit of as- 
sassination is the twin of anarchy. 
If allowed to go unpunished there 
could be no more serious crime 
than that a citizen of a state, or 
the official representative of the 
commonwealth in any capacity 
should be foully murdered as the 
result of conspiracy or as indi- 
vidual act. 

EvWcrct Wit Perjured. 
"1 have given careful and con- 
scientious consideration to the 
evidence produced in the case al- 
ready heard of the person accused 
of complicity in the murder of 
William Goebel, so far as has 
been placed in my hands by the 
attorneys for the prosecution, and 
" I unhesitatingly affirm that con- 
viction based upon such a mass of 
self-evident perjury reflects the 
poisoned passions of a court and 
jury, aud strengthens the belief 
that were those requisitions hon- 
ored I would be only aiding the 
determination of the prosecution 
to convict these men without any 
reference to the law, justice or 
fact. I cannot cause a man from 
whom the presumption of inno- 
cence should never be stripped, 
except by legal methods, to be 
subjected to the rapine of politi- 
cal persecution. Kentucky is a 
commonwealth revered for its 



high sense of justice and honor 
it has given to the jurisprudence 
of the country some of the ablest 
lawyers of the nation; it has hon- 
orable representation on the su 
preme bench; it is the birthplace 
of Abraham Lincoln, the embod 
iment of justice, who dedicated 
his life to securing the rights of 
all men under the law. 

It is a state wherein very gen- 
erally justice has been signally 
xemplified in the practice and 
purposes of courts, and this hon- 
orable record only emphasizes in 
conspicuous comparison the odi 
ous acts which in the trial court 
of Judge Cantrill, has been per- 
mitted in the name of law, where 
the life and liberty of citizens are 
at stake. Can a fair trial be had 
for these under indictment? What 
was the object in appropriating 
one hundred thousand dollars for 
the conviction of the suspected 
murderers of William Goebel? 
Does not the evidence demon- 
strate that a portion of this sum 
has been paid for perjury ? In 
the recent trial of Caleb Powers 
should judicial proprieties have 
been outraged by the refusal of 
Judge Cantrill to give a change 
of venue from his hearing? Why 
should a jury of twelve partisans 
of the late Mr. Goebel be selected 
to try the cause at bar ? 

Recalls Political Cue. 

In striking contrast to the 
ultra partisanship of the Ken- 
tucky judge and jury, I recall an 
example of the profound sense of 
justice that characterized a case, 
largely political in its character, 
that came before the federal 
court in Indianapolis shortly after 
the war. when party spirit was 
at its zenith. The democratic 
treasurer of Jennings county was 
on trial. Gen. Harrison appeared 
for the prosecution and ex-Gov. 
Hendricks for the defense. 



if that testimony was corrobor- 
ated by that of another alleged 
accomplice ; that it might convict 
the defendant for the act of an- 
other man, to which the defend- 
ant had never a creed, and which

consequence of anything to whicl 
the defendant had agreed. It is 
remarkable that the trial court 
compelled the defendant to an- 
swer the prosecutor's questions 
in relation to other crimes than 
the one for which he wis on trial, 
and then, over protests, permitted 
the specially employed attorney j 
for the prosecution to mak< 
impassioned plea to the jury to 
hang the defendant on accusa- 
tions entirely outside of the rec- 
ord. To such a perversion of 
justice I will not consent to con- 
sign any citizen of this common- 
wealth, be his residence tempor- 
ary or permanent. 

The monstrous rulings and 
instructions of the court, with its 
vicious partisanship further rep- 
resented by a jury unanimously 
made up of Goebel democrats, is 



that the court would remerr 
its obligations as a judge rather 
than its aspirations for a sena 
ship: that the rules of evkle 
having universal recognition in 
all the states of the republic 
would be followed in this latest 
trial, especially in view of the 
reversal of the court <f appeal* 
in the former trials. It is a deei 
disappointment that the utter 
disregard of justice which marked 
the previous trial was as notorious 
in the second trial of Powers as 
in the first. Consequently 1 can

the court for a political poll of 
the jury, and then for a special 
jury, to be composed of an equal 
number from the democratic and 
republican parties. He made a 
most earnest and eloquent plea 
that justice to his client and the 
political character of the case de- 
manded that the jury should be 
evenly divided between the two 
leading political parties, and no 
advantage be given over his client 
by 'lie insiduous influences of a 
preponderating partisan bias in 
the jury. Judge Gresham, an 
ardent republican, very promptly 
granted the request, and a new 
jury was empaneled, as asked for 
by Mr. Hendricks. Compare this

Cite. Court of Appeal*. 

"Does not the action of the 
court of appeals of Kentucky, in 
its reversal of the initial convic- 
tions in Judge Cantrill's court, 
emphasize the contention of the 
governor of this commonwealth 
that these men sought to be ex- 
tradited cannot secure a fair and 
just hearing? Judge Cantrill, 
candidate for a United States 
seriatorship, instructed a jury 
that it might convict on the tes- 
timony of one allaged accomplice

the day time, at long range from the 
brush and woods; but it is evident 
that your union niiuer is a mighty 
poor shot. It is also remarkable that 
the display of force on both sides, the 
shooting almost nightly, and the use 
of dynamite, the list of casualties is 
not greater. As a matter of fact only 
three men have been killed since the 
war commenced, and only eight or 
ten more have been wounded. But 
at any moment there may be an out- 
break that will cost many lives and 
ruin much property. 

State of Terror Helgtu. 
Meanwhile a whole district lives in 
a state of terror, and the business of 
mining the coal is conducted at a 
greatly increased expense for the 
maintenance of guards, the building 
of log forts at the mine tipples, the 
employment of secret service men, 
and the purchase of arms and ammu- 
nition, not to mention the enormouB 
waste incurred in supporting in idle- 
ness for months on a stretch the 400 
or 500 men who, with their families, 
are living on the scanty dole of the 
United Mine Workers' Association. 
These men are in the camps or are 
living in houses near the mines. It is 
chiefly from those in the camps that 
the trouble has come, and that the 
danger is threatened. The bringing 
together of from 200 to 300 armed 
men in one camp is not a peaceful 
indication, though the leaders of the 
mob declare that they are proceeding 
peaceably under the law and know 
nothing of any acts of violence. 
These leaders and organizers, by the 
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of itself sufficient cause for a re- 
fusal of your request; but, added 
to this, I have on file letters and 
protests from many representa- 
tive democrats of the state, prom- 
inent in the organization of the 
party, and from editors of demo- 
cratic newspapers, universally 
condemning the persecution in 
the Goebel trials as a travesty 
upon justice, and urging that no 
requisition be honored for Mr. 
Taylor and Mr. Finley until 
reason has resumed sway, and 
the good name of Kentucky, in 
its procedures under the law in 
its courts, be restored. 

The Power. Trial. 

"I had hoped the trial of Caleb 
Powers, just concluded, would 
demonstrate that the efforts of 
the prosecution were really to de- 
termine who the murderers of 
Mr. Goebel were in a way that 
would convince the people of the 
country of a sincere determina- 
tion to this end; that the jury 
would be selected for its integ- 
rity rather than its partisanship; 



and non-partisan jurors filled the 
box, your requisition will be hon- 
ored. 

"Until the time conies that just- 
ice is meted out to those now 
under tho jurisdiction of the 
courts of Kentucky, a requisition 
leading to such a travesty upon 
justice as the last trial of Caleb 
Powers presented will not be hon- 
ored by the surrender of citizens 
of Indiana, by any official act of 
mine.

living. Several hundred men, most 
of then, armed with long-range 
rifles, are encamped near Norton- 
villn and i.ear Madisonville. tho 
county seat. They are for the most 
part union miners who have been 
brought here to keep up the agita- 
tion,' to whose numbers are added 
the few disaffected men who have 
been persuaded to leave these mines 
and Join the union. The camps are 
carefully guarded in military fash- 
ion; but it has been thoroughly es- 
M the attacks on miners, 
and the property of the 
coal companies have been made by 
men from these camps. Conse- 
quently it is not surprising that here 
In Earlington, a town of 3,000 inhab- 
itants, as well as at the mines and 
mining settlements, men go about 
with Winchesters in their hands and 
pistols in holsters to protect their 
lives and property. 

The Tragedy at Empire, 
few days ago a guard and a 
miner at Empire, fifteen miles below 
here, were fired upon. A deputy 
sheriff tried to run down the men 
who did the shooting, and was killed 
by a shot fired from the woods. 
Boft-nosed bullet tore away a great 
part of his thigh. When I visited

The 
county must bear the expense of the 
guards when the operators ask for 
their appoiutment. The state ordered 
out the militia once, and might have 
saved itself the trouble, as the sol- 
diers were little better than a body- 
guard for the union agitators. The 
remarkable tiling is that the whole ' 
ugly business could be stopped in 48 
bourn if the laws were enlorced. 
Webster county officials notified the 
campers to leave or go to jail, and 
they promptly moved out. It was 
known in advance that Christian 
county would not tolerate them, and 
there has been no attempt to organ- 
ize a camp there. But Hopkins, 
county seems to foster these law- 
breakers, though oue camp is within, 
a mile and a half of Manisonville,. 
the county scat, and the town Itself 
was fired into by men from the camp.

The total vote cast, in the 
county last year for the presi 
dential candidates was 0,506. In 
that election Bryan received a 
plurality of 297 and Beckham 241. 
There were 8,321 votes cast for 
Bryan ami 8,024 for McKinley. 

Tuesday the total vote cast in 
the state senator race, on returns 
as received by telephone, is 0,202. 
Of this Edwards received 8,820 
and Feland 2,882, giving the 
county to the democratic notn 
nee by 488 majority. At Mad 
sonville the figures made by the 
democrats vary from this, and 
give Kd wards 46fl majority, 
* ^eland's lead in Christian 
ty is 445, with a margin for gain 
in the contested ballots hot yet 
counted.

872 last year. Last year the re- 
publican plurality in these pre- 
cincts was 174 ; this year it is 300. 

The other precinct that shows 
decided republican gains is Mor- 
ton's Gap, where there was last 
year a democratic plurality of 
48, luit thi s year a republi 
'pruraJit.y of 25, with tho' total 
vote MO in 1 JKM) and 848 this year. 

At Madisonville the republican 
plurality in the five precincts in 
WH) was 01. This year these pre- 
cincts give a democratic plurality 
of 83. 

White Plains, Nortonville, 
Barnsley, West Hanson, North 
and South Nebo, Dalton and 
Silent Run show democratic losses 
as compared with last year. 

St. Charles, Ilsley, Mauitou 
and Richland show democratic 
rains. 

In 1899 the Earlingtou Pre- 
gave 239 republican 
plurality; in 1900 the republican 
plurality was 174; this year 300.

Old John Webb of Ocean county was 
the originator of cranberry culture. He 
drained marsh land, setting It out Into 
cranberry bogs, despite the Jeers of his 
neighbors, and vindicated his theory 
that cranberry growing could be made 
a profitable Industry. Fifty dollars a 
bsrrel was. what he got for his first 
crop, and the neighbors ceased to Jeer. 
Instead they promptly followed hit 
example. ♦ « 

The nine counties of southern 
>c 

lesser degree. Cane May and 
Monmouth, are the home of the cran- 
berry. At this time all the otherwise 
unemployed labor of the countryside 
in these districts Is engaged In har- 
vesting the crop. Laboring 

and children and whole families 
of the "Plners," a class analagous to 
the "Crackers" of the 
listed In the work. Carloads of pick- 
ers are brought down from the Italian 
quarters of New York and Philadel- 
phia. Even tramps are pressed into 
service, and It Is not an unusual thing 
for the charitable societies of the large 
cities of the state to f Ornish the wan- 
derers with free transportation to the 
cranberry region. 

A cranberry bog Is generally six to 
ten rods square nad is surrounded by 
ditches and dikes, so that It can ho 
kept in the condition necessary for the 
welfare of the vines. When harvest 
lime comes. Hues are fastened to pegs 
In the ground, dlvldM* the bog Into 



the delinquent picker being forced to 
Journey to snotber bog to find a uew 
employer. 

There Is no doubt about the berry 
picking being hard on the hands. Some 
pickers tie cotton around their fingers, 
others wear what arc known as "finger 
stalls," but some wenr nothing at all, 
and at night their poor finger ends arc 
red, sore and aching and covered with 
"hangnails." The whole work Is done 
on tho hands and knees, and on a busy 
day the scene on a berry bog reminds 
one irresistibly of antebellum days on 
a cotton plantation, though the over- 
seer is only armed with "cuss words" 
Instead of the long whip. 

Each person carrying n full measure 
(no partial measure Is counted) to the 
"house" or place of screening and 
packing receives a ticket. When a 
picker can show ten of these tickets, he 
exchanges them for a new ticket of ten 
times value and so on. As the season 
progresses the picker and his employer 
can thus quickly estimate how much 

Native pickers get 50 cents per bush- 
el for picking. The Italians work by 
contract on the padrone system, live in 
little shanties by the side of the bogs, 
and tlielr labor is considerably cheaper. 
Of course the earnings of the pickers 
vary with their expertness. A smart 
picker can sometimes pick two meas- 
ures to another's one. A new picker 
can scarcely earn more than 50 cents a 
day to start with and If he Is wise will 
have provided himself with a couple of 
strong leather pads for his knees. But 
even with these the chances are that he 
will wake up next morning stiffer and 
sorer than an army mule after a day's 
campaign. 

The day's work begins at a very rea- 
sonable hour, 7:30 to 0:30 n. m.. many 
of the tollers coming several miles to 
the bog after the morning housework It 
done. At noon all knock off for lunch, 
those who have brought their meals 
with them eating them on the bog, 
w hile the others go to some convenient 
house. Then, after an hour of rest, 
work Is resumed to continue until 
shout G In the afternoop. 

On Cape Cod the berries nre all gnth- 
ered aud shipped In barrels. The Jer- 
sey grower prefers crates. From the 
first of June until the harvest Is over 
nil the sawmills In the Jersey pine dis- 
trict arc cngf.ged In making these. All 
waste wood from building lumber can 
be used In their manufacture, and they 
are consequently cheaper than bar- 
rels. The making of these crates Is In 
Itself a profitable Industry, for the 
men engaged on this work become re- 
markably expert and at the rate of 
cent a box can earn from $4 to $0 a 
day. 

One strange thing about the cran- 
berry Industry is that, although It

In cran- 
berry parlance, "stand up" or retain 
Its hardness till after Christmas the 
Jersey berry bad by that time attain- 
ed as good a color and as much firm- 
ness as Its rival If stored sway. So 
the simple expedient Is adopted of pre- 
serving the berries until then and put- 
ting them on the market as Cape Cod 
produce. By that time the real Cape 
Cod fruit has either been consumed or 
bas rotted, and the Jersey product 
finds a ready sale. 

Of course, like everything else, the 
cranberry industry has Its ups snd 
downs, its good seasons and Its bad. 
The enormous prices paid for the first 
few crops resulted In overproduction, 
and the growers realized only $2 or 
$3 a bushel. Then came a succession 
of poof cranberry yields, and those 
who had invested their all in the 
business became bankrupt For the 
past few years the prlosa paid for the 
fruit have averaged about the same 
each year, end tho industry has been 
placed on a stable basis. At an aver- 
age price of •'■•-To a bushel. It Is no 
uncommon thing fer some of the larger 
growers to clear from $10,000 to $J0. 
000 on n single year s yield, the aver- 
age cost of picking, sorting, boxing and 
carting to a railroad depot being about 
80 cents per box ot ililrty two quarts.

Washington, Nov. 4.— President 
Roosevelt has appointed Thursday, 
November 28, as a day of nntionaJ 
thanksgiving by proclamation as fol 



cording to the time-hallowed cus- 
tom of our people, the president 
appoints a day as the especial oc- 
casion for praise and thanksgiving 
to Ood. 

This thanksgiving finds the 
people still bowed with sorrow for 
the death of a great and good 
president. We mourn President 
McKinley, wc so loved and hon- 
ored him; and the manner of his 
death should awaken in the 
breasts of our people a keen 
anxiety for the country, ond at 
the same time a resolute purpose 
not to be driven by any calamity 
from the path of strong, orderly, 
popular liberty which, as a nation, 
we have thus far safely trod. 

Yet. in spite of this great dis- 
aster. It is nevertheless true that 
no people on enrth have such 
abundant cause for thanksgiving 
aa we have. The past year in 
particular has been one of peace 
and plenty. We have prospered in 
things material, and have been 
able to work for our own uplift- 
ing in things intellectual nnd 
spiritual. Let us remember that, 
aa much has been given us, much 
will be expected from us; and 
that true homage comes from the 
heart as well as from the lips nnd 
shows itself in deeds. We can 
best prove our thankfulness to 
the Almighty by the way in 
which, on this earth and at this 
time, each of us does his duty to 
his fellow men. 

Now, therefore, I, Theodore 
Roosevelt, president of the United 
States, do hereby designate na a 
day of general thanksgiving, 
Thursday, the 28th of this present 
November, and do recommend 
that throughout the land the peo- 
ple cease from ttletr wonted occu- 
pations, and that at their several 
homes and places of worship" rev- 
erently thank the Giver of all 
good for the countless blessings 
•f our national life. 

In witness whereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 
the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington 
this second day of November ir.

The last 
four were given to Bilhah and Zilpah, 
the maids of Rachel and Leah. We must 
recogniie Israel everywhere in Scripture 
either as Jacob personally or the de- 
scendants of Jacob through these sons. 
No others have any right to the name. A 
very high honor yet awaits them, inas- 
much as their names are to be written 
on the 12 gates of pearl of the New 
Jerusalem (Rev. xxi, 12, 21), not by vir- 
tue of any merit in them, but only by the 
blood of Christ, in whom alone is salva- 
tion. The significance of these names ac- 
cording to the margin of Gen. xxix and 
xix is— Reuben, see a son; Simeon, hear- 
ing; Levi, Joined; Judah, praise; Issa- 
char, hire; Zebulun, dwelling; Benjamin, 
son of the right hand (xxxv, 18); Dan, 
jndging: Naphtali. wrestling; Gad, a 
troop; Asher, happy, which, paraphrased, 
might read, thinking of Chriat and our 
relation to Him. 

C. "8eventy souls." Compare Deut. x, 
22; also Gen. xlvL 26, 27, where Jacob 
and Joseph and hia two sons, added to 
the 00, make np the 70. We are remind- 
ed of the 70 nations of Gen. x, among 
whom tbe earth was divided according to 
the number of the children of Israel 
(Deut. xxxil, 8), and also of the other 70 
whom the Lord sent forth (Luke x, 1) 
Into every city and place whither He 
would come. As Abraham, Isaac, Jacob 
and Joseph passed through trial and 
much patient waiting, so must all Israel, 
and so must every disciple of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

0. "And Joseph died and all his breth- 
ren and all thnt xeueration." All who 
died as Joseph did, with a firm fjijik-ia- 
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Ridge.

No words of the psalmist have had 
•uch a universal appreciation and In- 
fluence as those contained In the 
Twenty-third l'salm. Their beauty and 
strength have been the delight of child- 
hood, the admiration of manhood aud 
the support of old age. Nowhere Is the 
fact of God's leading In our lives more 
beautifully set forth than In tbe figure 
In this psalm of the shepherd leading 
the sheep Into green pastures and be- 
side the still waters. 

The psalm suggests a number of facts 
concerning God's leading In our lives. 

1. God leads us. This is tbe doctrine 
of this psalm. God does Dot drive us. 
but leads us. The eastern shepherd 
went before his sheep and led them. 
So the Lord as our shepherd lends us. 
What a comforting truth! The Lord is 
our shepherd aud loads us. Our Uvea 
are not aimless aud purposeless. God 
Is In them and directs them. 

2. God leads us dally. Dally the 
shepherd watched over his sheep and 
led them to the green pastures aud by 
tho cooling streams. Pally the Lord 
leads us. Day by day lie gives us our 
dally bread. Constantly Ills providen- 
tial care Is over us. lu the BncphttA 
dally, hourly care of His sheep we may 
hear a voice saying unto us, "Every 
day will I bless thee." 

3. God leads us Individually. The sin- 
gular persoual pronoun Is used through- 
out this psalm, and It givea It In- 
creased meaning and preclousncss to 
read It, laying emphasis on the persoual 
pronouns. "My," "I" and "Me" are 
everywhere used. "The Lord is 'my' 
shepherd, T shall not want. He mak- 
eth 'me' to lie down In green pastures." 
God knows us nnd leads us as Individ- 
uals, regardless of the multitudes of 
others lu the world. 
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4. God leads us at nil times. In storm 
and sunshine the shepherd cares for 
the sheep; in storm or sunshine, in ad- 
versity or prosperity. In life or death, 
the Lord leads us on. "Yea. though I 
walk through tbe valley of tbe shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil, for Thou 
art with me, Thy rod and Thy staff 
they comfort me!" 

5. God's leading in our lives gives us 
calm and peace in all tbe conditions of 
our lives. Since the Lord leads us, we 
"shall not want" and need "fear no 
evil." This psalm breathes a spirit of 
calm and assured trust In God which 
should ixissess all who have accepted 
the lending of God In their lives.
